The general superintendent of the 
Chicago, Burlington, and Quiney Rail- 
read (U. S, A.) has issucd a circular to 


‘the emplyees of that road, which contains

It,begins with the sweeping re- 
striction : “Men known to be in the habit 
of becoming intoxicated shail not be 
taken into the employ of the company.” 
Next, it warns men who frequent drink- 


| ing plases to stop at once, if they wish to 
‘remain in the service of the company. 


If known to have been drunk either on 
or off duty, they will be discharged. We 
have talked with some of the train men 


(says The Union Signal) and find this 
circular has a very wholesome effect upon 


the appetite. It isone of those bracing 
enactments which the State ought te 
put upon weak citizens. Let the Liquer 
seller be outlawed : then declare drunk- 
enness, what it is and always has been, a 
crime against God and man, with suitable 
yenalty provided, and there would soon 
bs vacant wards in the now overflowing 
insane asylums to accommodate all who, 
because of dipsomania, inherited or 
acquiaed, should prove unable to comply 
When society, like tho 
railroad corporation, become convinced 
that intemperance yields it nothing put 
evil, it will find speedy means of relef.
